celebrated M onday with 
great pomp and display, and the festivities 
in his honor were carried to a point involv­ 
ing tho participation therein of every man 
woman and child in Berlin. 
Jhrom early 
m orning until far in to the night the street* 
were crowded with people in holiday attire 
singing national songs and cheering. 
Busi 
ness was entirely suspended and every con 
sidération wa* given up to the end tha t tho 
Kaiser s natal day m ight be beflttingly o,*- 
served. 
Tho buildings, public and private, 
were magnificently decorated w ith flags and 
banners, and 110 hou*e was so poor that it 
did not bear soma outw ard token of respect 
for the venerable emperor.

tained a t a m agnificent banquet given m 
his honor in tho W hite hall, 
by the Crown

spanking of the amount of cold that 
the 
Esq uimaux can stand, says: 
*1 once saw an Esq uimaux baby boy 
taken from its m others hood, and naked, 
nuuie to stand on the snow until she 
found its reindeer skin clothing , from the 
sledg e, a fairly strong wind, sufficient to 
drift the loose snow along with it, blow­ 


i ng at the time, the thermometer minus 
38*, the only protection it had being be­ 
hind a sledg e loaded about three feet 
hig h, around and ov er which the wind 
poured. 
Us exposure was thus a g ood 
minute, and to appreciate this, one must 
take a watch in his hand, and see that 
leng th of time drag by. 
And I hav e 
known a naked man surprised asleep in 
his ig lo o by a polar bear, hastily g rasp a 
g un and pursue his enemy two or three 
hundred yards in the snow, the thermom­ 
eter being 15* to 20* below zero, and slay 
him. 
I hav e seen an Esq uimaux trav eler 
throw himself upon the snow and rest 
comfortably for half an hour, the ther­ 
mometer 71* below zero, and probably 
doing some lig ht work with ung lov ed 
hands. 
“ The Kinnepeloo Esq uimaux, who sel- 
dom build ev en the small fires of the 
nativ e stone lamp in thiir 
ig lo o » 
during 
the v ery coldest weather of winter, are 
probably the hardiest of all boreal tribes 
in withstanding low* temperatures, and 
sit around in their cold, cheerless snow- 
houscs with only their underg arments on 
(the Esq uimaux has two suits of reindeer 
skins, the outer with the hair turned out 
ward, and the inner with the hair turn­ 
ing toward and resting ag ainst the body,) 
chatting all the while pleasantly about 
v arious matters, the thermometer often 
being below 
zero; in 
fact, 
the only 
warmth the snow-house lias is that g iv en 
off by their bodies. 
I hav e known one of 
these Kinnepetoos to take an undressed 
reindeer hide that had been jwaked in 
water to remov e the hair, which was 
frozen as stilT as a plate of boiler-iron, 
put the same ag ainst his naked body, and 
not only hold it there till it was thawed 
out, but until it was perfectly dry, so as 
to use it for a drum head 
(kee Imc-ter) in 
their peculiar sav ag e rites. 
In-fact I 
mig ht say that I had been naked myself 
in a temperature of minus 68*, during the 
short time it took to undress, roll my 
reindeer-eoat in a bundle for a pillow, 
and crawl into my sleeping -bag ; but my 
mov ements partook more of the charac 
ter of a small boy g oing to a base ball 
match than one sawing wood.”

BURNED IN HIS REFUGE. 


N eb rask a 
D e s p e r ad o Meets a H o r ­ 


r ib le Fate. 


O m aha , Neb., March 2 3 .—The Burt c o unt y 
trag edy was ended during Sunday nig ht by 
setting fire to tli» barn and shooting the des 
[>erado 33 h> had killed two men, wounded 
sev eral others, and held at bay an armed 
•rov v d of about two hundred men for for.y 
hours 
1 uring the darknes, of the nig ht 
some on© crept up to a shed adjoining the 
barn and set tiro to it. The cag ed murderer, 
seeing if a t ho was doomed, fired twenty 
shots into tli i crowd in rapid succession, but 
bitting i,o on*» . The crowd returned the fire 
from Win?h *ster lifles from all sides of the 
barn, and 
the 
supposition is that the 
murderer 
was 
killel 
before 
ho 
could 
attempt to make his ©scape. 
After the lire 
had subsided his dead body was found in a 
pile of oats. 
Both arms and i>art of both 
leg s were burned off. 
Part of his head had 
been shot away, and his body was com­ 
pletely riddled with bullets. 
The suppo>i- 
tion is that ho w*as wounded before ho ran 
into tho barn, and hence he did not attem pt 
to escape. 
The desperado’s rig ht name was 
Allen W rig ht, ag ed a! out 28 years. 
His re­ 
mains were buried in a cornfield. 
His re­ 
v olv er had a Texas cow head eng rav ed on 
it. 
He ha l also a Winchester rifle. 
Eig ht 
mules, three horses, throe cows, and a 
l a r g e 
q uantity of g rain were destroyed with the 
barn. 
Tho total loss is $5,000, which the 
county will probably pay.

About sev enty of the mayor's ap­ 
pointments to other offices hav e also been 
refused confirmation, and the difference be­

stands 16 ag ainst, and Id for the mayor. 
The sixteen objectors are composed of a 
dissenting faction of ‘ the reg ular 5 Demo­ 
crats and Independents. 
The bill that was presented in the state 
leg islature, known as ‘‘the pooh-bab bill, ’ 
which prov idod for inv esting tho mayor 
with absolute power in the m atter of city 
appointments, fell under its own w’eig ht, 
leav ing the mayor of Baltimore the alterna­ 
tiv e of naming men for public office ac­ 
ceptable to the majority of the confirming 
power, or, as a prominent financier ex­ 
premeg it, “assuming the responsibility of 
stopping the machinery of the municipal 
g oronunaat”

S( nuoi> for February, is this sentence: 
“The cong ressional towns or townships 
were surv eyed before there was a county 
or before one was contemplated,” 
The 
county is one of the civ il div isions of a 
countrv for judicial 
purposes. 
The 
term conies from the French and ety- 
molog ieally means the country under 
the immediate g ov ernment of a count. It 
is the same in law as the Eng lish S h in . 
Pennsylv ania was div ided 
into three 
counties by William Penn. 
County or­ 
g anization prev ails in all the States ex­ 
cept Louisiana, which is div ided into, 
parishes instead. 
The Northwest Territory was created 
into the county of Illinois in 1778 by the 
Virg inia assembly. 
The Territory was 
ceded to the United States by Virg inia in 
1 78 i. July 23, 
178 8 . Gen. Arthur St. Clair, 
Gov ernor of the Territory, constituted the 
County of Washing ton with Mariette for 
its county seat. 
Late the next year he 
started for Kuskaski and January L 1700, 
created the county of Hamilton (named 
after Alexander Hamilton) with Cincin­ 
nati for its county scat. 
After arriv ing 
at Kaskaskia be issued an order April 
27th, setting off the county of St.Clair 
with three judicial districts of which 
Cahokia, Prairie du Kucher. and Kaskas- 
kiu were the county seats. 
The fourth 
county in the Northwest Territory was 
established June 20, 1790, and named 
Knox after Gen. Henry Knox. Secretary 
of War under Washing ton. 
The county 
seat was Post Saint Vincennes» . 
October 
5th, 1795, Gov . St. (.’lair div ided St. Clair 


Nathanial Po|><*, who was the deleg ate in 
Cong ress an<4 who secured the admission 
of the Territory as a State) were org an- 
ized In 1816. 
Rond county (naned for 
Schadrach Rond, the first Gov ernor of 
the State) was org anized in 181 <, h rank- 
lin, Union 
a n d W ashing ton counties were 
org anized in 1818, making sixteen coun­ 
ties in the Territory before it was admit 
as a State. 
I hav e taken the most of these facts 
lbout the org anization of the counties 
from “ The Edwards Papers,” edited by 
E, R. Wasliburne, pag e 74, note, 


1 hav e not g iv en the boundaries of 
these counties for space would not per­ 
mit; but St. Clair county as at first org an­ 
ized included the southwestern part of 
the State only, but q uite soon the whole 
of what is now Illinois was under county 
jurisdiction. 
Turning now to the surv eys of the Con­ 
g ressional townships: “An ordinance for 
ascertaining the mode of disposing of 
lands in the Western Territory,” passed 
by Cong ress, then assembled in 
New 
York. May 20, 1785, prov ided “ that the 
surv eyors should div ide the Territory in­ 
to townships of six miles sq uare, by lines 
running North and others crossing at 
rig ht ang les as near as may b e / and 
this was the orig an of our present system 
of rectang ular surv eys. 
But the first 
surv eying under this system in Illinois 
was of the three townships lying along 
north of the base-line and west of the 
Wahasli riv er, now in Wabash and EiL 
wards counties but then in Bt. 
( lair 
county. 
This was in 1804. 
The third 
meridian was run from 1806 to 1815 in 
detached portions from the Ohio riv er as 
far as the base line, and was not run 
clear throug h to the north end of the line 
of the State until 18745. 
Township L2 
north was as far as the. surv ey had reach­ 
ed when the State was admitted in 1818. 
The base line was run east from the mer­ 
idian in 1814 and 1815 to meet the sur­ 
v eys made as noted abov e in 1804, which 
has been made from the second princi­ 
pal meridian. 
The base line was run from the Mississ­ 
ippi riv er cast to the third meridian b\ 
surv eys made from 1807 to 181» >. 
The fourth principal meridian nearly 
to the Mississippi riv er, and it base line 
were surv eyed with consideral portions 
of the “ Military Tract,” in 1816. 
The first surv eys of Cong ressional 
townships within the present limits of 
Bt. Clair county were made in 1814. 
The third principal meridian and the 
base line appear on our maps as straig ht 
lines. 
An old surv eyor tells me that they 
are “ crooked as ram s horns, 
because 
of the carelessness of the* surv eyors and 
the poor q uality of their instruments. 
It appears, then lhat the county ante­ 
dates the Cong ressional townships by 
many years.in this State. One other thing 
may be added, as it has some connection 
with this subject; 
The six-miles-sq uare 
div isions made by the g ov ernment surv ey 
are properly called 
to irn sh ip s\ 
the ehil 
div isions of counties made under the 
“ township org anization’ laws are lo a n s-, 
the Cong ressionsl townships are made by 
the school law sch o o l to wn sh ip s. 
M u^ 
confusion arises from making 
to wn and 
to wn sh ip 
sv nonymous.
